Ordinance 862 deals with 
amending sections of the 
Sierra Madre Zoning Code 
relating to off-street parking 
requirements and list each 
business and the number of 
parking spaces required. 

Ordinance No. 863 deals 
with the addition of new 
sections to the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre City Code relative to de¬ 
finitions of lot area. Interior, 
and* perimeter landscaping.

The California Public Util¬ 
ities Commission has i.ssued- 
a decision which essentially 
will maintain Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Edison rates at the 
current level and will either 
refund .up to $3,904,000 to 
customers or allow the uti¬ 
lity to retain that amount, 
chairman John P. V-ukasin, 
Jr., announced today. 

At issue were: 

— Whether the 2 per cent 
additive to bills charged by 
Edison to offset the recently 
expired fede ral surtax 
should be rolled into the 
utility's basic rates to offset 
increases in federal income 
taxes, and 

— Whether the .utility 
should employ actual rather 
than five-year average in¬ 
vestment tax credit in com- 
putin^T its income taxes. 

In regard to the first, the 
Commission said- that the 
favorable impact on Edison’s 
federal taxes occasioned by 
removal of the surcharge is 
ofLset by the adverse impact 
of the repeal of the invest¬ 
ment tax credit. 

As a res-ult, amou n t s 
equivalent to the 2 per cent 
Edison has been charging 
for the surtax will be incor¬ 
porated into the company’s 
basic rates. 

In regard to the second, 
the Commission ordered Edi¬ 
son to adopt actual rather 
than five--year investment 
tax credit — a move which 
will result In a $3,904,000 
•balance in the .utility’s Ac¬ 
cumulated Deferred Invest¬ 
ment Tax Credit Account. 

Oral argument on the 
disposition of the $3,904,000 
will be held at 10 a.m., 
Wednesday, September 30, 
in the Commission’s Los An¬ 
geles Courtroom, State Of¬ 
fice Building, 107 South 
Broadway. Commissi oner 
William Symons, Jr., or Ex¬ 
aminer Wilson E. Cline will 
preside.

worry to parents of students 
and to the public in general. 

Fear exists that institutions 
of higher learning will be 
plagued anew by violence 
and discord. 

Bombing of the mathe¬ 
matics center at the Univer¬ 
sity of Wisconsin in late 
August was a shocking and 
ominous development. It is 
clear that organized terror¬ 
ists are committed to a pro¬ 
gram of destruction on Am¬ 
erican campuses. 

Bombers aren’t the only 
menace, however. Equally 
insidious are nihilists who 
are committed to wrecking 
American society and pois¬ 
oning the minds of the na¬ 
tion’s college - age youth. 

These foes of American val¬ 
ues and institutions can be 
expected' to renew and step- 
up their intellectual assaults 
in the academic year ahead. 

They believe they have the 
power to control college and 
university campuses and, 
through this control, to de¬ 
flect the nation from the 
coiur.se set by its lawful 
leaders. 

In this connection, it is 
well to .noto the comments 
of S. S. Wolin and J. H. 

Schaar, writing in the left- 
wing New York Review of 
Bonks (September 3). They 
said that “Cambodia provok¬ 
ed a genuine political up¬ 
rising o,n tho nation’’s cam¬ 
puses ... so intense was 
the pressure that the Presi¬ 
dent had* to promi.se that 
American troops would be 
pulled out of Cambodia on 
a specific date . . .

WHEN WORDS FAIL 


Automatic Protection 


So much has been said of the need to protect con¬ 
sumers from the chicanery of manufacturers and retailers 
— in fact practically all business — that many people have 
lost sight of the elementary principles of the competitive, 
free market system that offer built-in consumer protection. 

The house organ of a major chain retailing organiza¬ 
tion describes how the products it sells to its customers 
are put through rigorous testing procedures at its central 
office. Its Merchandise Testing and Quality Control Cen¬ 
ter, occupying two floors of a New York skyscraper, per¬ 
forms over 100,000 individual tests each year. No govern¬ 
ment testing bureau could be more thorough. Everything 
from wearing apparel and household appliances to toys 
and TV sets are tested for quality, safety and perform¬ 
ance. There’s one marked distinction between the con¬ 
sumer protection efforts of a retailer such as this and 
a Washington agency. The retailer’s reputation and the 
life of his business depend on how well he satisfies his 
customers. In other words, the retailer has a selfish in¬ 
terest - - to stay in business — that impels him to make 
quality control a personal concern. A government agency, 
by its nature, has no such interest. 

This is the strongest recommendation for the seif¬ 
policing methods of the free market. Tho merchandise 
testing and quality control of this one major retailer is 
an illustration of how the system works. It is unfortu¬ 
nate that more consumers cannot see it firsthand.

A study of the problems of growing old in America 
has turned up a bit of information on senility, which is 
supposedly one of the afflictions of age, that may explain 
the alx^rrations of some of our younger people. The study 
found that, “. . . senile traits are not peculiar to th( 
ligoil. A group of college students and a group of t 
elderly were recently rated according to tho character¬ 
istics of senility, and the students were found to be th 
more neurotic, negative, dissatisfied, .socially inept ana 
unrealistic. The students, in sum, wore more senile th; 
their elders.’’ 

It is gratifying to discover that some of the more 
extreme exhibitionism and general hell raising among a 
minority of youths is not the work of imbeciles or com¬ 
munists, but rather symptoms of early senility.

Forest And The Trees 


As conct?rn over the environment has grown, anti¬ 
pollution laws have become more stringent. But, the sad 
truth is that many antipollution proposals miss tho target 
of a basic cure mostly because they fail to see the forest 
for tho trees. President Nixon’s sweeping program for en¬ 
vironmental improvement includes an amendment to the 
Water Pollution Control Act that would provide $4 bil¬ 
lion in federal funds for construction of waste treatment 
plants during the next four years. The amendment also 
proposes that local governments contribute another $6 
billion for the same purpose. 

Meanwhile, with respect to water pollution, as in 
other environmental problems, political crusaders that 
single out certain industries and place virtually exclusive 
blame for environmental deterioration at their doorstep 
continue to threaten long-term air and water quality goals. 
For example, some scientists believe that phosphates con¬ 
tribute to the excessive growth of algae in lakes and 
streams, and suddenly there is a blind demand for removal 
of phosphates from detergents — a demand that fails to 
take into account that phosphates come from many sources 
including human excrement, waste vegetation, land ero¬ 
sion, fertilizer runoff, and animal waste runof. Directly 
and indirectly, it would cost, according to competent auth¬ 
orities, 10 times as much to develop substitute chemicals 
to take the place of phosphates in detergents as it would 
to remove detergent phosphates at sewage plants. 

As this one instance so well illustrates, water quality 
and, in fact, the quality of the environment generally are 
problems that will defy solution except through a dispas¬ 
sionate approach based on scientific findings. Politics, emo¬ 
tionalism and blind crusading are today probably a greater 
menace to environmental improvement than anything else.

A Killing Handicap 


Welfare, as everyone knows, is bankrupting communi¬ 
ties all over the nation — and no one seems to be able 
to do anything about it. Some figures from a state wel¬ 
fare office in Massachusetts explain, at least in part, why 
the problem of welfare is getting out of control. According 
to the figures, a family of four on the Aid for Dependent 
Children program in Massachusetts enjoy a standard of 
living $1,275 a year higher than a family of the same 
size supported by an average wage earner. Including 
fringe benefits — free medical and dental care, tax relief, 
subsidized rent and mortgage payments, special insurance 
breaks — the family of four on welfare receive the equi¬ 
valent of $7,671.55 a year. The average wage earner’s 
family gets $6,396.00 a year. These figures from Massa¬ 
chusetts are very likely similar to figures for California. 
No nation can live indefinitely under this kind of a handi¬ 
cap and still maintain the productivity of its people — or 
the initiative of the individual.

bee — a bee that only fre¬ 
quented the Totonac district. 

By inventing a method of 
artificial polination (by 
hand) he became the first 
man to produce Vanilla pods 
witside Mexico. 

When fully matured, and 
harvested the Vanilla bean gifts 
or pod is green in color, 
completely odor less and 
flavorless. The process of 
producing the fragrant choc¬ 
olate-colored bean is a man- 
induced fermentation. Dur¬ 
ing this proce.ss, the beans 
try changes induced by fer- 
are alternately .«vun-heated 
and covered with woolen 
blankets to induce fermen¬ 
tation or “sweating.” This 
cycle of heating and cover- 

S ing is repeated over and 

over every day for several 
weeks until the beans are 
of a dark chocolate, almost 
black in color.

The Vanilla extract as we 
know it, is made by dis¬ 
solving chopfx?d beans in al¬ 
cohol and water, filtering 
the resulting liquid, and 
aging it in gla.ss lined 
tanks. All too often there is 
no more than a drop of pure 
vanilla extract in mass-pro¬ 
duced vanilla. Chemists 
have not been able to de¬ 
termine the chemical compo¬ 
sition of the bean. Tliey 
have succeeded in duplicat¬ 
ing only vanillin, the chief, 
hut not the sole source of 
the taste. The synthetic is

the natural extract which 
accounts for its wide com- 
I mercial use.
